Bethel’s Community Advisory 
Safety ‘Committee has submitted 
its; final report to the Board of 
Selectmen, The report. defines 
problems that they identify as ex- 
isting in the local area and recom- 
mend methods as to their solution, 


Among problem areas identified 


by the committee are loitering and, 


related problems of drinking, lit- 
tering, drugs, disrespect for pri‘ 
vate property, verbal abuse and 
excessive noise late at. night; ir- 
responsible use of motor vehicles 
and burglary, . 

Several of the areas identified 
are covered by provisions of State 
statutes..which take precedent over 
local ordinances. : 

The committee recommends that 
a loitering ordinance be inserted 
in the next towh meeting warrant 
for action by the voters. The cur- 
rent ordinance on the matter is 
too general in nature to obtain 
convictions, 

‘Under the ordinance recommen- 
ded by the committee it would be 
“unlawful for any person to loiter, 
loaf, wander, ‘stand, or. remain idle 
along and/or in concert with oth- 
ers in a public place in such man- 
ner as to: (1) Obstruct any pub- 
lic street, public highway, public 
sidewalk.or any other public place 
or building by hindering or imped- 
ing or tend to hinder or impede 
the free and uninterrupted pas- 
Sage of vehicles, traffic or pedes- 
trians.” 

Under the recommended ordin- 
ance it would also be unlawful 
to “commit in or upon any public 
Street, public highway, public 


“sidewalk or any other public place 


or building any act or thing which 
is an obstruction or interference 
to the free and uninterrupted use 
of property or with any business 
lawfully conducted by anyone in 
or upon or facing or fronting on 
any public street, publi¢ ‘highway, 
publie sidewalk, or any other pub- 
lic place or building, all of which 
prevents the free and uninterrup- 
er ingress, egress, and regress, 
therein, “thereon and thereto.” 
A conviction’ under the provi- 
sions of ‘the ordinance would be 
punished by a fine of $25 for the 
first offense; $50 for second of- 
fense and $100 for each subse- 
quent offense. 

The conimittee also recommends 
that the Selectinen support an at- 
titude of tough enforcement of 
the loitering ordinance after ap- 
proval by the voters.

by which they may implement the.

This Week in 
Washington 


by Senator Edmund S. Muskie 
Postal Service Hearing | 

A study of the Postal Service 
released. last month by the House 
Committee on Post Office and Civ-: 
il Service is sub-titled “The Neces- 
sity for Change.” 

I think this subtitle sums up 
the feeling of Maine people about 
the postal service. 

Slow mail delivery, lost letters, 
machines that are as adept at 
crunching packages as sorting 
them—all have become the sub- 
ject of cartoons, jokes and stories. 

That is not to say that the pos: 
tal service is a lost cause. It is 
relatively cheaper and enormously 
more efficient than the postal 
services of other countries. 

And there are examples of 
outstanding service. One woman in 
Lincoln County wrote me that her 
copy of The New Yorker Maga- 
zine was delivered on time, even 
though the address label had fall- 
en off. The local postmaster knew 
the subscribers in the area, and 
made certain that each subscriber 
had a magazine. 

Put these facts do not excuse 
the postal service from responsi- 
bility for deteriorating service, 
and there is no question that Con- 
gress will soon act on a plan to 
improve the system. What is not 
yet certain is which of the various 
options for change will prove to 
be best in the long run. 

To help Congress make the de- 
cisions, we éstablishéd last year 
the Commission on Postal Service, 
a blueribbon study commission 
charged with finding out by 
March 1 what went wrong with 
our attempts to improve postal 
delivery, and what our best op- 
tions might be in the future. 

One of the commission’s first 
acts will be to hold public hear- 
ings, and it will begin the nation- 
wide series of meetings in Port- 
Jand on Jan. 18. The hearing will 
begin at 9 a. i. in the Aragon 
Room of the Holiday Inn on 
Spring Street, and idividuals,

LOITERING: ORDINANCE: AND 
ADDED POLICE OFFICER 
1S RECOMMENDED | 

Bethel’s Community advisory 
Safety Committee has submitted 
its, final report to the Board of 
Selectmen. The report defines 
problems that they identify as ex- 
isting in the local area and'vecom- 
mend methods as to their solution, 


Among problem argas identified 
by the committee are loitering and 
related problems of drinking, lit- 
tering, drugs, disrespect for pri: 
vate property, verbal. abuse and 
excessive noise late-at night; ir- 
responsible use 6f motor vehicles 
and burglary. . 

Several of the areas identified 
are covered by provisions of State 
statutes. which take precedent over 
local ordinances. 


The committee recommends that 
a loitering ordinance. be. inserted 
in the next towh meeting warrant 
for action by the voters.’The cur- 
rent ordinance on the matter is 
too general in nature to obtain 
convictions. 


Under the ordinance recommen- © 


ded by the committee it would be 
“unlawful foy any person to loiter, 
loaf, wander, ‘stand, or. remain idle 
along and/or in concert with oth- 
ers in a public place in such man- 
ner as to: (1) Obstruct any pub- 
lic street, public highway, public 
sidewalk or any other public place 
or building by hindering or imped- 
ing or tend to hinder or impede 
the free and uninterrupted pas- 
sage of vehicles, traffic or pedes- 
trians,” 

Under the recommended ordin- 
ance it would also be unlawful 
to “commit in or upon any public 
street, public highway, public 
sidewalk or any othér public place 
or building any act or thing which. 
is an obstruction or interference 
to the free and uninterrupted use 
of property or with any business 
lawfully conducted by anyone in 
or upon or facing or fronting on 
any public street, public ‘highway, 
public sidewalk, or any other pub. 
lic place or building, all of which 
prevents the free and uninterrup- 
ter ingress, egress, and regress, 
therein, “thereon and. thereto,” 

A conviction under the provi- 
sions of ‘the ordinance would be 
punished by a fine of $25 for the 
first offense; $50 for second of- 
fense and $100 for each subse- 
quent offense, 

The conimittee also xecommends 
that the Selectmen sttpport an at- 
titude of tough enforcement of 
the loitering ordinance after ap- 
proval by the voters. 

The Selectmen. are also asked to 
request of the Chamber of Com- 
merce that they inform all the 
businesses in Bethel of the means 
by which they may implement the. 
no trespass laws. This may be 
accomplished by posting of the 
property and/or use of a letter 
authorizing duly sworn mémbers 
of the Maine State Police, Oxford 
County Sheriff’s Department, and 
Bethel Police Department to com- 
municate to persons not having a 
legitimate right to be upon spe- 
cifié premises, an order to leave.

gan and Governor Longley deliy- 
eared his Budget Message, In the 
Governor’s message I was partic- 
ularly pleased that he has pro- 
posed such items as $2 million for 
tax and rent rélief for the elder- 
ty, $1,6 million for free drugs for 
our older citizens and funds for 
additional state troopers, These 
could be provided not by new 
taxes but’ by savings “within gov- 
ernment from the economy, effici- 
ency and effectiveness we have 
fried to bring to government.” T 
was also encouraged ‘by. the wast 
that he is proposing legislation to 
“limit spending to our. ability to 
pay” in order “to avoid future 
spending deficits which overburd- 
‘en our citizens with taxes and 
which have a harmful. effect. on 
our business climate.” In addition 


Gov. Longley paid tribute to the . 


Save our State and Towrss for 
Fair Taxation organizations for 
“focusing attention’ on the prob- 
Jem of inequity in our property 
taxes, and they..have. challenged 
the. spend, spend,~spend philoso- 
phy of some of those connected 
with education.” Other recommen- 
dations by the Governor deserving 
‘some consideration were: 

(a) A $6 million tax cut through 
the elimination of the sales 
tax on residential electricity 

(b) The creation.of a Maine Ec- 
onomic Development Corpor- 
ation “to assist us in finding 
more and better jobs for the’ 
‘people of Maine.” 

(c) A’ voucher system to allow 
deserving students to receive 
state grants to attend any 
post secondary school of their 
choice.” ; 

(d) An additional $20 million for 
human services “to maintain 
current programs and to meet 
increased costs in practically 
every area, particularly in the 
medical care programs.” 

One of my foremost concerns 
at the moment is the problem of 
“sovereign immunity” which is re- 
ceiving high priority in the 108th 
Legislature. You undoubtedly will 
be hearing about it frequently in 
the next few weeks. “Sovereign 
immunity” is a legal doctrine 
which holds that a municipal, 
county, or state goverrimental 
body cannot be held liable for the 
acts of its agents unlesss it con- 
sents to such a lability. 

For example, until recently if 
you were driving along the high- 
way and a state employee carry- 
ing out his official duties rammed 
his car into yours, the state was 
not obligated to pay you damag- 
es; the state might pay, but they 
didn’t have to do so. The icot ses- 
sion of the legislature passed a 
Jaw which specifically made gov- 
ernmental bodies .responsible for 
damages in motor vehicle acci- 
‘dents where a government em- 
vinyee was responsible. 

“Sovereign Immunity” is not a 
statute that is on the books—it is 
a judicially created doctrine that 
has grown from the English Com- 
mon Law. For some vears now, 
the Maine State Supreme Court 
has been, urging the Legislature to 
deal with this problem and in a 
vecent case the Court has forced 
our hati. 

In Davies verstis the City of 
Bath, the Court heid that the Bath 
Water District could not use the 
doctrine of Sovereign Immunity to 
avoid paying damages fo a man 
whose basement was floodéd when 
a water main burst. The Court al- 
#0 stated that the législature must 
act before February 1, 1977 to pass 
laws on the subject or there would 
de ho Sovéreign Immunity at all, 
opening the door to all kinis of 
Jaw suits. Our problem now is to 
determine when governmental 
bodies have absolute immunity 
from suit except in certain speci-
